CUBANS IN HEART OF MATANZAS, 


Imsurgent Forces Steadily Marching 
to the Spanish Stronghold. 
{SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Matanzas, Cuba, Dec. 24.—[Copyright, 1895, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. I Three weeks ago the principal seat 
ot military operations in Cuba was in the 
Province of Puerto Principe, between the 
line of the Trocha and the border of the 
Province of Santa Clara. Today the scene 
of operations is transferred 160 miles to the 
westward, into the heart of the Province of 
Matanzas. 

Gomez and Maceo, at the head of a column 
numbering from 4,000 to 6,000 men, probably 
the latter, have moved swiftly across the 
entire Province of Santa Clara, and were at 
last accounts in control of the country de- 
fined by the railway from Jovellanos to Car- 
denas and the railway line between Jovel- 
lanos and the City of Matanzas. They have 
blocked every communication, between Jov- 
ellanos and Colon, which latter is an impor- 


) tant center in the Province of Matanzas. 


Gen. Martinez Campos transferred his 
headquarters from Colon to Jovellanos three 
days ago, coming by a roundabout route, 
the direct railway line having been cut by 
rebels. 

Yesterday the railway stations at Coliseo 
and Josca were burned by the insurgents. 
They are on the direct route to Matanzas, 
about twenty-five miles distant from that 
city. During the week past the insurgents 
have had continual skirmishes with the 
Spaniards.

Effort to Keep Hack Facts. 

Every effort has been made apparently to 
prevent the facts of the case leaking out. 
Special detectives of the Northwestern road 
and the Cicero police are at work following 
up every possible clew. It is reported one 
suspect was arrested on Sunday, but was 
afterwards released. The police refused to 
give his name or to state whethér or not 
in their opinion he was connected with the 
attempted wreck. Capt. Hansberg, it is 
said, has instructed his men to. maintain 
absolute secrecy about the affair. - 

Ticket Agent Burke, at Ridgeland, pro- 
fessed “entire ignorance of the. attempted 
wreck, as did Train Dispatcher F. H. Smith 
of the Northwestern road. They even re- 
fused to give the names of the engineer and 
fireman of the special freight train which 
prevented disaster to the express. 

The first of the trains stopped was the 
east-bound Freeport passenger, No. 156, due 
in Chicago at 11:30 o’clock. It was slowly 
pulling into the station at Ridgeland, when 
it struck the ties. The second was a special 
freight bound for Clinton, Ia. It met the ob- 
struction at a point 150 feet west of Austin 
avenue. This train was moving at the rate 
of fifteen or twenty miles an hour and re- 
ceived considerable damage. Its pilot was 
splintered. The third collision took place 
at 1 o’clock, when another special freight 
for Clinton, Ia., encountered a tie just as it 
was nearing the Fine avenue electric tracks 
in Austin. It had slowed up somewhat for 
the crossing. 

Inferences from Clews. 


According to all the evidence all the work 
was done by one man, and for the purpose 
of furnishing amusement for himself.

ADVANCE IN WAGES | OF 26 PER CENT. 


What Nine Months Ha Has Dene for 18,000 
: Coke 

Uniontown, Pa., Dec. 24.—[Special. Erde 
coke operators of the Connelisville region 
will give their 18,000 employés a surprise 
on Christmas morning by posting an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent in wages. The increase 
is general and will be granted by all the 
operators, taking effect Jan. 1. 

Mining coal is advanced from 95 cents to 
$1.05 cents per 100 bushels, and drawing 
coke from 50 to 60 cents an oven, with all 
other labor in proportion. The prices of 
coke will be correspondingly advanced. The 
selling prices have not been announced, but 
furnace coke will probably be raised to at 
least $2 a ton. 

This general advance has been rendered 
possible since the late acquisition of the 
Frick Coke company, who have gained near- 
ly absolute control of all the region and can 
maintain prices. 

The sufprise is all the greater, because 
there have been two general advances grant- 
ed before this year. A 10 per cent increase 
was granted voluntarily April 1, and another 
advance of 6 per cent was given under threat 
of a general strike in September. The new 
scale will give coke workers the highest 
wages ever paid in the coke region.

FEN IT WOULD BE A CIVIL WAR. 


Toronto. Relieved That the Cloud Is 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. M Special - feel- 
ing of considerable relief has passed over the 
Dominion since the chance of hostilitjes be- 
tween England and the United States has 
80 materially lessened. ~ 

The press throughout the country, since 
the delivery of Mr. Cleveland’s message, 
has been studiously moderate and tinged 
almost invariably with the strongest feeling 
of regret at the possibility of taking up arms 
against their friends and kinsmen across 
the line. Public men of every grade and 
every shade of politics agree in declaring 
such a possibility to be deplorable. 8 

The sentiment was well volced by the Rev. 
Dr. Grant, principal of Queen's University, 
Kingston, and one of the most eminent Pres- 
byterian divines and publicists in Canada, 
when he declared in a sermon preached 
here on Sunday evening that there must be 
no war, and that even if President Cleve- 
land’s commission reports against England’s 
claims, still the diplomatists must settle it 
without war. 

At the same time so far as the message it- 
self is concerned, there appears to be but one 
opinion, and that one of condemnation. The 
respect that has hitherto been felt through- 
out Canada for President Cleveland has, it is 
not too much to say, utterly vanished. There 
is hardly a Canadian family that has not 
one or more of its members across the line, 
and a war between England and the United 
States would mean a veritable civil war for 
Canada. 

The international gatherings held contin- 
uously and almost indifferently on one side 
or other of the line has brought about feel- 
ings of the warmest friendship between Can- 
adians and Americans, and the former can 
not conceive or appreciate the feelings 
which prompt so large a proportion of the 
United States press to speak with such 
pleasurable anticipation of overrunning and 
devastating the country. 

At the same time there is abundant evi- 
Jence of an absolute unanimity of sentiment 
to the effect that if the worst came Canadi- 
ans would toh man stand on the side of the 
mother country. 


DOES NOT THINK WAR PROBABLE. 


British Columbia, However, Would 
Fight Hard for Great Britain. 

Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 24.—{Special.}— 
Situated as British Columbia is, along the 
United States boundary, and including as it 
does the whole of the Pacific seaboard of 
Canada, the possibility of any serious dif- 
culty arising between Great Britain and the 
United States out of the demand of the 
United States Government that the Vene- 
zuelan boundary question should be sub- 
mitted to arbitration naturally created spe- 
cial interest here, since in case of hostilities 
the towns and cities of the province might 
be threatened or attacked. 

Public opinion has, however, been prac- 
tically unanimous that there was no likeli- 
hood of war between the two countries. 
Some newspapers and people held that it 
was only an electioneering scheme of the 
President’s; others that he had entirely mis- 
conceived the manner in which the British 
Government would meet with the proposal 
made by Secretary Olney. The progress of 
events and the proceedings in Congress have 
been followed with the greatest interest, 
but without any belief that any hostilities 
between the two countries would result. 

British Columbia has considerable trade 
with the Pacific States and also in lumber 
with Eastern points, and it has been feared 
that the check given business by the incident 
would react on British Columbia interests. 


As regards public sentiment there is ne. 


difference of opinion. Conservatives and 
Liberals alike are heartily loyal both to 
Canada and to the British Empire. While 
Canada might suffer severely in case of war, 
British Columbians will accept that risk asa 
necessary of their responsibility as 
part of the empire.

Winnipeg and Manitoba Take Strong 

Ground on the Venezuelan Question. 

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 24.—({ Special. ]— 
There is much feeling in Winnipeg and Man- 
itoba against President Cleveland’s attitude 
on the Venezuelan question, and strong 
talk is indulged in by many prominent men. 
The press of the province is unanimous in 
approving the course of England in the mat- 
ter. 

The Free Press says: 

“President and Congress have committed 
themselves to foceible interference with 
Great Britain’s rights in her own colony 
of Guiana. How are they going to retreat 
without humiliation and disgrace? They 
are appointing a commission to determine 
those rights they are interfering to settle.” 

In another article the same paper says: 

“By the time Lord Salisbury has pro- 
nounced on the proposed dictatorial Yankee 
commission there will be a complete rever- 
sion of sentiment and loud outcry that the 
imperial tyrant tried to force an innocent 
and peace-loving republic to war.“

Talk of war is vigorously discountenanced, 
however, because hundreds of Canadians 
find lucrative employment on this side of

There is one section of the Canadian resi- 
dents of Windsor, Ont., just across the 
river from here, who are anxious for a war. 
These are the independents who have be- 
gun a propaganda for a free Canada, and 
would welcome a conflict, because it would 
bring them nearer the ultimate object of 
their hopes, annexation to the United States. 
When seen tonight William McGregor. of 
Windsor, member of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, said:. 

“T don’t believe there is any danger of 
serious trouble. All that the Americans: de- 
mand is that no European power shall ex- 
tend its dominions in this hemisphere, and 
all that England demands is that it shall 
have ae of all the territory right- 
fully longing to it.” | 


WAR PROTECTION FOR THE LAKES. 


Experts Believe Cities on the Canadian 
Line Would Not Be in Danger. 

Toledo, O., Dec. 23.—{Special Correspond- 
ence. When two spies from the British 
Government put in several weeks in Toledo, 
Detroit, and Cleveland last spring, although 
this fact was not discovered until one of 
them gave the secret away while in his cups 
in a saloon in this city, one night, not so 
much thought was given tq the matter as 
at the present time. This man, a Lieuten- 
ant in her Majesty’s service, and carrying 
the credentials of a British spy, which he 
displayed on the occasion, remarked that the 
United States Government little knew what 
England had been doing toward getting the 
plans and diagrams of all our assailable 
points by water. He had prepared charts 
of the landings and coast lines about Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Chicago, Toledo, and Mil- 
waukee, with direct highways to interior 
cities like Cincinnati, Columbus, Indianap- 
clis, and many others. 

John Craig, at the head of the famous 
Craig Shipbuilding company, was asked 
how long it would take to build vessels for 
lake defense. He replied: 

“At the time the English ware said to be 
building gunboats up at Owen Sound, the 
matter was talked of considerably. We were 
then building the big Ann Arbor ferry boats. 
The Secretary of the Navy and a naval pro- 
fessor were sent here to examine the boats 
in regard to their adaptability for gunboats. 
They were so favorably impressed with them 
that we gave them the plans. They made 
drawings of such a character as to assure 
them that in thirty days they could fit them 
as rams, monitors,. or casemated ships by 
the arrangements of all the works. The en- 
gines being right at the bottom is a great 
advantage. The boats would be sunkJby the 
weight of the armor until there would be but 
about three feet above the water. Since then 
we have built the two Shenangoes. Then 
there are the Detroit ferry steamers, for car- 
rying cars across there. The machinery of 
these is all down in the hold, and the upper 
works could easily be changed so as to make 
war vessels of them. I think a fleet of gun- 
boats could be turned out in from thirty to 
sixty days that would effectually prevent 
any boat England can send from coming up 
the Wellland Canal. All we want are the 
guns and thirty days’ work to fit out all the 
boats now adapted for that purpose.“ 

While there is more talk than anything else 
to be afraid of at present, it is not unwise 
that vulnerable points like Toledo, which 
has more than fifty miles of unprotected 
coast, should know upon what she can rely 
in time of immediate emergency. 

“Our merchant marine is amply able to 
protect the lake cities,“ remarked Col. H. 8. 
Bunker, commanding the Sixteenth O. N. G. 

Such Toledo steamers as the Gould, Reyn- 
clds, Russell Sage, the entire Wabash line 
and many others can readily and quickly be 
trought into play should occasion demand. 

Said a well-known engineer of this city: 

“Tt would be an easy thing to rotect 
Toledo against the entire English fleet by 
erecting well equipped forts at Turtle 
Light and on Presque Isle, and perhaps an- 
other across at Grassy Point; in this condi- 
tion we could sink anything that floats be- 
fore it could get far enough up to begin a 
bombardment.“ 


EXPECT TO CARRY SCHOOL QUESTION 


Excitement in Winnipeg Over the Ap- 
' proaching Elections. 

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 24.—There is great 
excitement among politicians here over the 
announcement of general elections within 
three weeks. It is a fight between dominion 
and provincial authorities. The general 
opinion is the province cannot lose. Defeat, 
at the polls on the school question would be 
a bad blow to the Greenway government. 


PERSONNEL OF NEW COMMISSION. 


President Cleveland Devoting All His 
Time to Venesuelan Matters. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—President 
Cleveland is just now devoting a large part 
of his time to the consideration of the per- 
sonnel of the Venezuelan Boundary Com- 
mission, to the exclusion of practically all 
other public matters, including that of an- 
other bond issue. This latter matter he re- 
gards as, temporarily at least, in the hands 
of Congress. In making his selections for 
the boundary commission the President, it 
is said, will be guided only by one consid- 
eration—namely: that the members shall be 
men of international reputation for their 
high character and intellectual attainments. 
He will use the greatest care in his selections 
for the reason that it is expected the work 
of the commission will be iargely of an ex 
parte nature, and hence the character of 
the commission must be such as to command 
for their conclusions the full confidence and 
respect of all nations. 

It is thought that the President is especial- 
ly anxious Chief Justice Fuller of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court should lead the 
commission, but there are said to be reasons 
why it would not be expedient for the Chief 
Justice to relinquish, even for a short time, 
his place as presiding officer of the court. 
The matter, however, it is believed, has not 
been definitely settled, and Mr. Fuller may 
still be called upon to form one of the com- 
mission. Ex-Minister E. J. Phelps, it is be- 
lieved, has already been offered a place on 
the commission, and, if he has not accepted 
it, it is thought he surely will do so. The 
name of ex-Secretary Robert Lincoln has 
been suggested, and it is believed the Pres- 
ident now has it under consideration. 

The fact that Mr. Justice Harlan of the 
United States Supreme Court served on the 
Bering Sea Commission has naturally 
brought forward his name in connection with 
the Venezuelan Commission, but there are 
good reasons to believe that his name has 
been passed over.

Lohdon, Dec. 24.—An appeal has been is- 
sued by British authors, signed with 1,300 
names, to their confréres in the United 
States. 

The names include those of Sir Walter 
Besant, John Morley, John Ruskin, Hall 
Caine, Rider Haggard, Sir Edwin Arnold, 
George Meredith, Prof. W. E. H. Lecky, 
Martin Conway, R. D. Blackmore, William 


Black, and Alfred Austin. 

The appeal says: 

“At this crisis in the history of the Anglo- 
Saxon race there are two paths.+ One leads 
we know not whither, but in the end through 
war, with all its accompaniments of carnage, 
unspeakable suffering, and hideous desola- 
tion to the inevitable sequel of hatred, bitter- 
disruption of our race. It is this 
path we ask you to join us in an effort to 
make impossible. Not on the grounds 
of political equity do we address you, but we 
are united to you by many ties. We are 
proud of the United States. There is noth- 
ing in our history that has earned us more 
glory than the conquest of the vast American 
continent by the Flo-Saxon race. When 
our pride is humbled by a report of some- 
thing that you do better than ourselves, it is 
also uplifted by the consciousness that you 
are our kith and kin.” 

No Anti-American Feeling. 

After dwelling upon the intimat 
relationship and brotherly -senti 
appeal continues: 

There is no anti-American feeling among 
Englishmen. It is impossible there can be 
any anti-English feeling among Americans. 
For two such nations to take up arms would 
be civil war, not differing from your calam- 
itous struggle of thirty years ago, except 
that the cause would be immeasureably 
less humane, less tragic, and less inevitable.“ 

After refering to the tie that literature 
makes, the appeal continues: 

If war should occur between England and 
America English literature would be dis- 
honored and disfigured for a century to 
come. Patriotic songs, histories of victory 
and defeat, records of humiliation and dis- 
grace, stories of burning wrongs, and un- 
avenged insult—these would be branded deep 
in the hearts of our peoples. 

Effect on Literature. 

“They would so express themselves in 
poems, novels, and plays as to make it im- 
possible for any of us who live through the 
fratricidal war to take up again the former 
love and friendship for the united Anglo- 
Saxon race that owns the great names of 
Cromwell, Washington, Nelson, Gordon, 
Grant, Shakspeare, and Milton. ‘There is 
such a future as no other race has had in the 
history of the world; a future that will be 
built on the confederation of sovereign 
States living in the strength of the same lib- 
erty.”

MORGAN’S VISIT WITH CLEVELAND. 


What New York Hears About the Bond 
Issue, 

New York, Dec. 24.—[Special.}—Most of 
the interest in Wall street just now centers 
on what may be done in the issuing of the 
government bonds. Two important confer- 
ences were held here today. One was before 
breakfast; the other one was tonight. 

One of the results of the recent confidential 
confabs among the banking interests of the 
city was reflected in a sudden trip to Wash- 
ington by J. Pierpont Morgan. There is not 
a man in New York banking circles to dis- 
pute the fact that Mr. Morgan is in influence 
and importance head and shoulders above 
every banker or combination of bankers in 
the city. It was urged upon Mr. Morgan 
that he ought to go to Washington and talk 
frankly with President Cleveland. He de- 
clined the task. 

Of a sudden, however, there came a dis- 
patch from the White House, and in the 
midst of Mr. Morgan’s protestations that he 
ought not to go Washington he found him- 
self asked, and asked earnestly, to come to 
the National Capitol and help solve the 
pressing difficulties. He hurried away. To- 
Light at 9 o’clock he is back. He has talked 
with the Secretaries of the administration. 
He has conferred personally with the Presi- 
dent. As a result, according to Wall street 
gossip, there will be the announcement of a 
bond issue on Saturday. 

This is not, however, by any means to be 
depended upon. Twelve hours hence or 
thirty days hence may be the issuance time. 
Mr. Morgan himself says this. One of Mr. 
Morgan's closest friends personally, and 
financially the head of one of the biggest 
banks in the City of New York, sat with me 
at lunch today. I asked him: 

What is the bond issue program?“ 

J will tell vou,“ he said, there is no pro- 
gram—nothing fixed. We are all at sea. Up 
till this afternoon we have all been counting 
confidently on Mr. Cleveland’s authorization 
of a bond issue beyond 5100, 000, 000. But these 
figures will not be reached. The figure will 
be nearer $60,000,000, Of these half will-go 
abroad-staken by the Rothschilds and 
Bleichroder. The New York banks are 
counted upon to take $25,000,000 of the total. 
Yesterday they .were prepared to do this. 
Today some of them are uncertain. The 
$25,000,000 intended to be subscribed here 
was upon the understanding that three 
times as many ($75;000,000) were to be taken 
abroad. That program went to pieces when 
a dispatch was received here at 2 o’clock 
this morning announcing that a London and 
Paris subscription of over $30,000,000 must 
be canceled.’’ 

What will a $60,000,000 issue amount to 
what genuine permanent relief will it give 
to the country?“ I asked. : 

“It is a mere sop. It will be exhausted and 
valueless before the Ist of February.“ 

What is to be the character of the bonds?“ 

“They will be identical with those last is- 
sued by the President—coin bonds bearing 4 
per cent interest.“ 

What is it proposed to pay the government 
for the bonds?“ a 

Par. The last issue brought 104. They 
were sold to a sub- syndicate at 112. They 
were boomed above 120. They are now 
somewhere around 116. They are weak now 
on the anticipation of further issues. But 
the best bid which the government will get 
for any issues will be par. I state this to 
you frankly as a reflection of what was 
agreed upon yesterday when leading bank- 
ers in this city met and discussed the gov- 
ernment’s unfortunate financial situation.”

The main hall contained stately palms and 
the hanging balcony in the hall was filled 
with very rare plants.

FORTY LIVES AT LEAST LOST OFF’ 


THE IRISH COAST. 


Unknown Three-Masted Vessel in Dis- 
tress in Kingstown Bay and Sixteen 
ot a Life-Boat Crew and Possibly 
the Crew of the Ship Lost—Nineteen 
of the Moresby’s Crew Drowned— 
Another Big Steamer Is Aground— 
Other Foreign News. 
Dublin, Dec. 24.—A large three-masted ves- 
sel was seen flying signals of distress in 


| Kingstown Bay. A lifeboat which went to 


its assistance was capsized and its crew of 
sixteen men was drowned. | 

A second lifeboat started for the rescue, 
but was overturned. The crew managed to 
cling to the boat, which was finally righted. 

The crew, finding it impossible to board 
the ship, returned to the shore with the 
greatest difficulty, the bottom of the boat 
being stove in. 

The coxswain says he did not see any one 
on board the ship. Whether the first life 
boat took off the crew before capsizing is not 
‘known. The name of the vessel is also un- 
known, but it is believed to be a foreigner. 


Crew of the Moresby Lost. 

The British ship Moresby, Capt. Coomber, 
was stranded yesterday off the lincourts 
lighthouse, near Dungarven, about a mile 
and a half from the shore. Its crew, num- 
bering thirty-six men, were dashed to its 
rigging throughout the night. 

A lifeboat succeeded in getting to the 
Moresby and rescued several of its crew. 
The others, however, remained lashed to the 

ging. The Moresby, at the time the life- 
boat was driven away from it, was break- 


up.

THAT PLOT TO RESTORE THE QUEEN 


Trial of the Alleged Conspirators at 
Honolulu Again Postponed. 
Honolulu, Dec. 18, via San Francisco, 
Dec. 24.—The trial on a charge of conspiracy 
of W. T. Sheridan and Dr. Frank Under- 
wood, alias Morrow, has been postponed 
ugain, this time to Dec. 28. Defendants were 
ready for trial, but the prosecution asked 
for a continuance on account of the absence 

of a very important witness. 

In the affidavit filed by the government it 
is said F. H. Hayseldine is a resident of 
Lanai, and while on that island he was ap- 
nroached by the defendants, Sheridan and 
Underwood. Their opening talk was os- 
tensibly for the purpose of securing the 
Island of Lanai for colonization purposes. 
Their main motive, however, was soon ap- 
parent by further talk of the men. It was 
to the effect of securing Lanai for establish- 
ing a nucleus on that island for the over- 
throw of the republic of Hawali. 

Sheridan said to Hayseldine that he was 
able to procure a large body of men and all 
the necessary arms and ammunition to do 
the work. The men also informed Haysel- 
dine that they were depu to secure the 
island for the purpose of establishing a 
lottery syndicate in San Francisco. 

For this assistance, in overthrowing the 
present government, they were to secure 
from the to-be-restored Queen, upon her 
reinstatement, the necessary franchise for 
conducting the lottery scheme. Sheridan 
and Underwood claimed they had already 
signed agreements with responsible parties 
to the effect this franchise was to be their 
reward for the assistance of themselves 
and associats in San Francisco in over- 
throwing the present government and re- 
storing the monarchy. 

For his assistance Hayseldine was to be 
given a government position besides a 
money consideration. He gave the men no 
encouragement, and refused to give a final 
answer unless he was given further time to 
consider the matter. Meanwhile he commu- 
nicated with the authorities.

SPANISH OFFICIALS NOT ALARMED, 


They Ridicule the Idea of the Insurg- 
ents Taking Havana. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—The officials 
of the Spanish Legation appear not to be dis- 
turbed by the news coming from Havana. 
They ridicule the idea of the insurgents 
taking possession of a city like Havana, 
with its population of 300,000 people. 
Minister de Lome has received several dis- 
patches from Havana showing in part the 
condition of affairs. A dispatch from Gen. 
Arderius, who is second in command, re- 
ported that at 1 o’clock today he had just 
had a conference with Gen. Campés, then in 
Limonar. Gen. Campos intended to start for 
Guanabana, where he expected to pass to- 
night.

NEW YORK OUBANS ARE SURPRISED 


They Can Hardly Believe the Reports 
of Insurgents’ Success. 

New York, Dec. 24.—Members of the Cu- 
ban revolutionary party now residing in 
this city express a doubt concerning the 
authenticity of the reports from Cuba to 
the effect that the insurgents are rapidly ad- 
vancing upon Havana. 

Emilo A. Gramonte, prominently identi- 
fied with the local Cuban societies, said to- 
night he had received no official confirma- 
tion of any of the press dispatches received 
from Cuba. He did not believe there was 


any. possibility of any attempts on the part 
of the insurgents to capture Havana at the 


present time. 

The policy of the Cuban Generals was to 
fight in the open fields, not caring to be sur- 
rounded by the Spanish troops in the vicin- 
ity of a large city like Havana, where at 
least 30,000 citizens would be impressed into 
the Spanish army by the authorities in case 
of the near approach of the insurgents. 


TO TAKE UP CUBA AT WASHINGTON. 


Action Probable as Soon as Financial 
Legislation Is Disposed Of. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—[Special.}—It 
is said by some members of the Foreign Af- 
fairs committee that the Cuban question is to 
have immediate consideration as soon as the 
pressing financial legislation is out of the 
way. It was at first feared the excitement 
over Venezuela would absolutely prevent 
consideration of Cuba and it is evident, al- 
though the Venezuelan question is temporar- 
ily settled, it would be injudicious for this

country to recognize the Cuban belligerents | 


at this particular time. 

„As soon as we officially recognize the fact 
that war exists in the island, the warships 
of either side have a right at their own risk 
to stop our merchant ships which are head- 
ing toward the island that might be consid- 
ered to be carrying articles of war. 

“The difficulty would come from the fact 
that the Spanish naval officers, in their 
enthusiasm and ignorance, would within a 
short time stop a ship which had nothing 
whatever to do with the Cuban cause. As 
soon as that vessel returned to the United 
States and reported that it had been stopped 
by a gunshot and searched by armed men 
wearing the uniform of the Spanish navy 
there would be a wave of anger spread all 
over this country which it would be im- 

sible to control. 

*“Retaliations would shortly follow. Some 
American ship would resist the right of 
search and the Spanish gunboat would send 
a shot through its hull. We cannot afford 
to get into a war with Spain until we know 
we are out of the woods so far as Great 
Britain is concerned; nevertheless the in- 
formation we have received is to the effect 
that the Cuban rebels will in all probability 
win on the island even without our assist-

In my judgment Sec. 21 of our law is fair- 
ly to be construed as intended to accomplish 
the same as the curresponding sec- 
tions of the Federal and the Massachusetts 
laws, notwithstanding the additional word 

pay.“ If it had provided that no city of- 
ficer.or employé should solicit, receive, or 
pay over a for a political object it would 
clearly be so interpreted. I believe this is 
the true effect of Sec. 21—to prevent collec- 
tions of money by city officers or employés 
for political purposes. I do not think it was 
intended to go further. Thus interpreted 
the section is 3 consistent with the 
existence of Sec. 24 of the act. Sec. 21 
touches the city officer or employé who would 
serve as a collector of funds for a party or 
political purpose, while Sec. 24 touches the 
other city officer or employé who would pay 
such funds to such collector.

No Other Conclusion. 

“If the meaning of this Sec. 21 is ever 
brought before the courts it is my belief 
that they will interpret it as I now do. No 
other conclusion seems to me entirely rea- 
sonable, in view of established rules of 
statutory interpretation. Several such rules, 
approv by the highest judicial tribunals 
in this State, are clearly applicable. 

“A thing within the intention is regarded as 
within the statute though not within the letter, 
and a thing within the letter is not within the stat- 
ute unless within the intention. The several pro- 
visions of the statute should be construed together 
in the light of the general objects and purposes of 
the enactment, so as to give effect to the niain in- 
tent, although particular provisions are thus con- 
strued, not according to their literal reading. The 
intention is to be gathered from the necessity or 
reason of the enactment, and the meaning of the 
words enlarged or restricted according to the 
true intent. When the literal enforcement 
of a statute would result in great inconvenience 
and cause great injustice, and lead to consequences 
which are absurd, and which the Legislature could 
not have contemplated, the courts are bound to 
presume that such consequences were not in- 
tended, and adopt a construction which will pro- 
mote the ends of justice and avoid the absurdity.

WOMAN BADLY BEATEN BY THUGS.

Miss Jensen Attacked Near Her Home 
in Marshfield Avenue. 

Miss Dona Jensen, a writer in the County 
Clerk’s office, was viciously attacked by two 
men near her home, No. 218 Marshfield ave- 
nue, Lake View, on Monday evening and 
badly injured on the head and face by being 

struck with some sort of weapon. 

Whether her assaifants intended to rob or 
kidnap her is a question over which the 
young woman's friends were greatly exer- 
cised yesterday. That they had been lying 
in wait for her there is no doubt. 

In describing the uffair last night Miss 
Jensen said: I was coming home from work 
about 6 o'clock, and as I was passing the 
empty house near the corner a tough-look- 
ing man suddenly darted out and, grasping 
me about the neck, threw me to the ground. 
I was badly frightened, and tried to scream 
as loudly as possible, wherupon another 
man came from the shed and dealt me a 
blow on the temple. I think he used a piece 
of wood as an instrument. I continued 
screaming, however, and he con- 
tinued beating me about the head. 
‘Knock her sénseless,’ said the one who 
first attacked me. I was quiet then for 
awhile, and they carried me to the vacant 
lot, south of the shed, laid me down on my 
right side, and bent over me. It's a dead 
faint, sure,’ they declared. But I was not in 
the least unconscious, and had not been at 
any time. I commenced calling for help. 
Hearing some one approaching, my assail- 
ants ran away. They jumped over a fence 
near by and disappeared.”’

Finkler spoke about 


CITIZENS RISE IN WRATH. 


TWO BUILDINGS IN THE STREET DE- 
CLARED A NUISANCE. 


Thoroughfare at Oak and Wendell 


| Near Franklin Practically Closed 


by Houser Which Contractors Say 
Are “Being Moved’ but Which 
Have Not Stirred an Inch 
Months—Both Structures Ordered 


Demolished Unless Removed. 

Unless the two houses which have block- 
aded Oak and Wendell streets, near Frank- 
lin street, one for the last seven weeks and 
the other for the last three weeks, are moved 
off of the street by 6 o’clock this evening 
the City Street Department will proceed to 
tear them down. This is the substance of a 
peremptory order which was isssued yester- 
day by the Street Department to Ferdinand 
Shippel, who has the contract for moving 
these two buildings. Indignation and unre- 
strained wrath have for a month past punc- 
tuated the speech of the property-owners 
and residents of this vicinity whenever they 
have had occasion to discuss the blockade. 
And whenever twowr three of the citizens of 
this locality have met the general topic of 
conversation Ras been “them blasted 
houses.“ 

An indignation meeting was held in the 
wholesale house of the Beck Bros., No. 308 
North Franklin street, and the Street De- 
partment, house mover, the Commissioner 
of Public Works, police, and everyone known 
to have any possible connection with the 
matter was roundly scored. The following 
men were appointed a committee to carr 
the expressed sentiment of the meeting t 
the proper authorities and to obtain, if pos- 
sibe, immediate relief: Hugo Beck, J. 
Woerner, F. Wechert, H. Beck, J. Spahan. 

Many complaints have been received at the 
Street Department. Mr. Shippel has claimed 
that he could do nothing more until the 
weather improved. He said that the work 
would be dangerous to the workmen; that 
the windlass would pull out of the ground, 
and that the house would be damaged great- 
ly if the work should be continued now. 

The Street Department has repeatedly 
urged him to proceed with the work, and 
finally, as a last resort, has warned him that 
if he does not move the houses off of the 
street by this evening it will demolish them. 

Nothing was done yesterday, and the resi- 
dents are anxiously waiting to see what wii 
be accomplished today. One man expressed 
the hope that the contractor would leave the 
houses alone, and that the Street Depart- 
ment weuld proceed to fulfill its promise. 


WORK OF THE WEST PARK BOARD. 


Members Make a Slate and Also Plans 
for Improvements. 

The West Chicago Park Commissioners 
yesterday decided to hold a special meeting 
on the evening of Dec. 30 so that all mem- 
bers can be present, when the election of 
officers for the year 1896 will take place. It 
is said that the present officers without ex- 
ception will be reélected. They are: Har- 
vey T. Weeks, President; John Milton Oliver, 
Auditor; E. S. Dreyer; Treasurer: Cornelius 
Mahoney, General Superintendent: Edward 
T. Noonan, Attorney; George F. Talty, Sec- 
retary; George W. Dorr, Engineer. 

The regular meeting is on Jan. 14, 1896, but 
as some of the members will be out of the 
city on that date, including Walter S. Bogle, 
who said he would be in Washington trying 
to sccure the Democratic convention for 
Chicago, it was thought best to start the 
new year with the new officers on the first, 
and the fact that the old officers have start- 
ed in on the work of new improvements for 
the West Fark systems was also taken into 
consideration. Secretary Talty said that he 
had received the new issue of bonds, amount- 
ing to $600,000, to be used in park improve- 
ments which had been authorised by the 
last Legislature. The bonds are ready to be 
signed an placed on the market. On motion 
of Auditor Oliver it was resolved to call in 
twenty-five $1,000 bonds of the issue made 
July 1, 1879, and due July, 1896. 

Foree Bain, electrical engineer, employed 
by the board to take charge of the new; 
lighting system, submitted several commu- 
nications. He said that he had finished 
plans and specifications for the entire sys- 
tem of boulevards from the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal on the south to Diversey 
street on the north, and had prepared a map 
showing the location of each lamp post and 
conduit, so that the board was now ready 
to advertise for bids for the conduits. Clerk 
Talty was directed to advertise for these. 

Bids for renting the refectory in Douglas 
Park were opened. Nels Johnson, who was 
the highest, will be given a lease for three 
years. His bid was $1,000 per year. 

The proposition of William Hartman and 
Emilie Hartman to sell their property at No. 
20 Jones street for $3,000 to the board was 
received and referred to the Judicial commit- 
tee. With the exception of one piece this 
property is the last of the properties in the 
condemnation proceedings brought for the 
extension of Humboldt boulevard. 


NOBODY TO BLAME FOR DEATHS. 


Exculpating Verdict in the Drainage 
Canal Explosion Inquiry. 

The Coroner’s jury which yesterday held 
an inquest over the remains of the men 
killed on the drainage canal exonerated 
every one last night. Deputy Coroner 
Backus conducted the inquest. 

John Bowen, the workman who touched off 
the blast, testified he had attached the wires 
to the exploder,“ which was 300 feet from 
the operator. Then he went to the tool-box 
and secured his battery, placed it in posi- 
tion, and pushed down the lever with the 
awful results given above. Some one had 
torn off the test exploder,“ connected the 
wires with the blasts, and caused the ter- 
rible accident. 

The testimony of other witnesses corrob- 
orated Bowen's. An interesting point in the 
evidence afterward offered was that the 
wires were found connected after the ex- 
plosion. 

The verdict of the jury said the deaths 
were accidental, thus clearing Bowen. 

The seven injured men taken to St. Joseph's 
Hospital are alive, but suffering intensely. 
It is thought the wounded men, with one ex- 
ception, will recover.

The comparative quiet was a good thing 
for the clerks. They had gone home at 11 
o’clock or later on Monday night, worn out 
from the busiest day they had ever ex- 
perienced. Stocks were left to be straight- 
ened out in the morning. The holiday clos- 
ing today seemed to keep up their spirits un- 
til night.

People who had not used a 
messenger in a twelvemonth burdened the 
wires with urgent calls and grew sarcastic, 
facetious, or ferocious, according to tem- 
perament, when told they could not be 
served. 

Woes of Messenger Boys. 

It wauld not have been so bad if people 
had only displayed some sort of an idea 
of the eternal fitness of things. But they 
would insist on sending by boys, 12 years old 
and small for their age, things that should 
have been delivered on drays. For example: 
a monster jardiniére, containing a plant that 
made the total height of the package more 
than six feet, reached a North Side A. D. T. 
office to be delivered by messenger. At 4 
o’clock the package was still in the office 
and the manager had about decided he would 
have to wait for some of his boys to grow up 
before he would be able to make the de- 
livery. , 

Another person, whose tastes ran to the 
useful in Christmas gifts, intrusted a prize 
ham to a spindle-legged boy in uniform. 
Several others sent big turkeys by mes- 
senger. Still others sent Christmas trees. 
And some sent Japanese screens so large 
the messengers were only able to get on 
the rear platforms of street caraby crowding 
everybody else off.

A. D. T. Service. 


The whole A. D. T. messenger service was 
in a state bordering on frenzy from early 
morning until late at night. Supt. J. D. 
Clarke spent his time rushing around from 
ane office to another, trying to hasten things 
along. 

Ordinarily 180 boys are sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the messenger service 
of the whole city. These are distributed 
among a score of branch offices, from Mad- 
ison street and Ashland avenue on the west 
to Clark street and Chicago avenue on the 
north and Thirty-ninth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue on the south.

The express service required all the 
regular messenger boys to help out, so boys 
from the printing office ard other depart- 
ments had to be called in to do messenger 
work as long as the supply held outand then 
people who called for a messenger had to be 
told they could not be cared for. 

We are simply swamped,” said Supt. 
Daniels, in answer to an inquiry. We are 
entirely unable to take care of the work, 
though we are utilizing every boy we can. 
It looks now as if the young woman type- 
writer and myself would have to turn out 
and carry packages. You see, the express 
companies are totally unable to handle their 
business, and so the people-who have goods 
to deliver are obliged to fall back on the mes- 
senger service. It is about all we can do to 
supply our regular cxpress customers; so 
most of the ordinary messenger calls have 
to be turned away. To make it worse every- 
body has left rubbers and umbrellas at home 
and want boys to go after them.”

The already swollen streams are rising and 
it is feared the high water of last week will 
be greatly augmented, Bottom farms are 
swept of fencing, haystacks, shock corn, 
and many outbuildings. _ 5 
Areat amount of stock has been drowned, 
and if the rain continues twenty-four 
hours the river valleys will be a scene of 
wild devastation. Several lives are report- 


ed to be lost along the Osage Valley. 

Word just received from Tuscumbia, sixty 
miles up the Osage, says more than 100,000 
bushels of corn within a small radius of 
bottom land were washed away last night, 
and thousands of railroad ties and bridge 
timbers have floated away. The Osage is 
now higher than it was in 1882, when it 
brolke the record. 

A telegram says the Meramec is higher 
than it ever was before. The Missouri is 
not dangerously high, but it is rising and 
promises to be booming soon. 

Rain has now fallen almost unceasingly 
since Monday evening. The weather is as 
warm as during May. Floods in December 
never occurred before so far as any one 
knows, and consequently no precautions 
ugainst them were taken. 

For more than fifty miles the Osage Valley 
tonight is a sea of surging water, and in 
some localities the high water mark of 1844 
has been surpassed. 

Dallas, Tex., Dec. 24.—Last night's storms 
were more severe on rails in Texas, Arkan- 
sas, and the Indian Territory than any other 
for years. The railroads centering at Dallas 

re from six to eight hours behind schedule 

ime, and some trains cannot be heard from 
at all. Washouts and wrecks are reported, 
one particularly bad one on the Santa Fé 
road, but at what point or how serious can- 
not be learned here. 

Omaha, Neb., Dec. 24.—The Missouri River 
is raging in Omaha.

„ think the American people are thor- 
oughly united in supporting the Monroe doc- 
trine. But it seems to me it should be the 
part of wisdom to understand what the 
spirit of the Monroe doctrine is before we 
act. It is my impression it means no foreign 
power should take any country or acquire 
control of any government in this hemi- 
sphere, or rather on the American continent. 
iI do not anticipate a warlike outcome to this 
imbroglio. I believe what Lord Salisbury, 
meant by saying the case needed no arbitra- 
tion was that when they investigated the 
Venezuelan case or the line in dispute they, 
the English, would settle it amicably and 
satisfactorily with the weaker nation. He 
means the English have not exhausted all 
effort to have a settlement with Venezuela, 
and until they do arbitration would be pre- 
mature and entirely uncalled for. 

J think it most unfortunate this matter 
should have been sprung upon the public 
when our government finances are in such a 
condition. My opinion is, though, we are all 
right financially and can safely work out 
our own galvation. But I must say it is 
lamentable that the finances of our govern- 
ment should be made the subject of discus- 
sion. This has been going on for twenty 
years and bids fair to continue. If we do not 
get down to business in short order and de- 
cide upon some settled policy we will wake 
up some morning and find our credit on a par 
with that of the government of Mexico. 
I firmly believe it is the duty of the govern-

NEW PUBLIC BUILDING FOR JOLIET. 


Mr, Cannon Introduces a Bill for the 
Neighboring Illinois City.

When he entered 
the room Dawson was sitting on the bed 
with the revolver in his right hand ahd a 
long hardened copper dirk in his left hand. 
Dawson was placed under arrest and taken 
to the Central Police Station and from there 
to the county jail. Hardin believes that 
Dawson intended to commit suicide. 
The relations of the couple extended over 
about one year and a half. The Dawson 
irl made the acquaintance of Seott in the 
onderland Museum, when Scott kept a 
candy store in that institution. She be- 
came infatuated with him and the trouble 
between Scott and the girl’s parents began. 
At first there was no express objection to 
Scott’s attentions to the girl. But soon they 
appeared.

ALL THREE AMERICAS EN ALLIANCE. 


Report That an Understanding Even 
to the Point of War Is Reached. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24,—[Special.]— 
Senator Allen’s resolution introduced today 
for the purpose of inaugurating a pan-Amer- 
ican union was brought into the Senate with- 
out special consultation, and yet at the same 
time it meets the views of members of Con- 
gress and especially of representatives of 
the State Department. 

Special efforts were made long before the 
Venezuela matter was given out to secure 
the codperation of all the American repub- 
lics, and this effort was much more success- 
ful, it is believed, than the public has been 
given to understand. 

The messages from different’ Central and 
South American nations commending Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s Venezuelan message were 
the direct result of intimations given some 
months ago that this country was prepared 
at last to make the Monroe doctrine some- 
thing more than mere doctrine. 

It is stated by certain persons in the State 
Department, as well as naval officers who 
have observed the situation closely, that 
even if there should be no war and the Ven- 
ezuelan matter should be settled by arbi- 
tration, the result will inevitably be a seri- 
ous blow at British trade on the American 
continent. 

There is a story abroad, which is credited 
by certain representatives of foreign coun- 
tries, that a secret treaty has been signed by 
all the American States agreeing to stick 
together even to the extent of war on all 
matters concerning the common interests 
and especially the integrity of republican 
institutions in America. This is denied at 
the State Department, but at the same time 
it is intimated that there is a decided under- 
standing between the United Sttes and every 
one of the American republics that in case 
of serious trouble with Great Britain 
affecting any one of the number the 
forces of all will be united. Many

NOT TO BE HEARD OF IN POLITICS. 


George Washington’s Ideas of the 
Future Welfare of the Country. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—!n the manu- 
seript department of the British Museum in 
London there are.stowed away hundreds of 
autographic letters of men famous in mod- 
ern and ancient history. While in London 
last summer, Mr. O. O. Stealy of Louisville 
found among these old letters an autograph 
cne from George Washington, written from 
Philadelphia, April 22, 1793, to the Earl of 
Buchan. A part of the letter refers to for- 
eign complications and furnishes an inter- 
esting chapter at this time. : 

In the letter was the following note writ- 
ten by the Barl of Buchan, brother of Lord 
Erskine: g 

“On the 18th of January, 1793, I wrote to 
Mr. Washington on the happy prospects 
America might entertain if by any means 
it could abstain from mingling in European 
politics. I laid before him the vanity and 
folly of preferring the indulgence of nation- 
al pride, vanity, and resentment to the slow 
but certain benefits to be permanently ob- 
tained by peace and internal prosperity. 

“I ventured also to recommend as great 
objects to the Executive of America peace 
and union with the red natives, and atten- 
tion to national education. 

„To these sentiments the President ans- 
wered in the following letter:“ 

The first part of the letter relates to 
rivate affairs, and indicates that Gen. 

ashington and Lord Buchan were old and 
intimate friends. Then the letter proceeds: 

„The favorable wishes which your Lord- 
ship has expressed for the prosperity of 


this young and rising country cannot but

HERE IS A WELL-SHAPED CAPE. 


It Is Easily Made and Takes Little Ma- 
terial. 

The shape of the cape shown here is cir- 
cular, the kind that is so easily made and 
takes so little material. The outside and 
lining are cut exactly alike, basted together 
face to face, stitched together all around 
except at th neck. It is then turned 
over and pressed on the edges, and the cape 
is done, but for the neck finishing. This is 
simply a straight band, over which is sewn 
the ruche, either of ribbon triple box- 
pleated, net with ribbons stitched on it, or 
of chiffon, four three-inch wide pieces being 
doubled and gathered very full to the neck 
band.

“I want it distinctly understood,“ he con- 
tinued, that I got up the measure on my 
own motion, and there is no motive behind 
it except a desire to get more revenue for 
the city. My idea is to throw these four de- 
partmentsinto one, having a Commissioner at 
the head of it on a salary of $5,000a year. I 
don’t care ‘who gets the place so long as he 
is a good man. Then we could find out once 
in a while what is going on. As it is how no- 
body ever knows. The work could be done, 
too, with half the number of cmployés now 
required, and I have no fears but some way 
could be found to have it done just as ef- 
ficiently. I estimate the Oil Inspector’s of- 
fice is worth $30,000, the City Sealer's office 
$15,000, and the Boiler Inspectors’ Depart- 
ment as much if not more. We have never 
had any means of finding out. But Iam go- 
ing to know, and am having figures prepared 
that will show. So far as the men now oc- 
cupying these places are concerned I am not 
thinking of or driving at them at all. They

HELP FOR SUFFERERS IN ARMENIA, 


Arrangements Made to Aid Mission-~ 
5 aries Who Are in Danger. 

Silas M. Moore, who has recently been in 
Boston trying to get aid to his daughter and 
son-in-law in Armenia, has returned to the 
city. He feels greatly encouraged over the 
results of his mission, and thinks aid is only 
a few days distant from his children. Every- 
thing has-been done that can be done, he 
said. 4 

In Boston Mr. Moore held a long consulta- 
tion with Judgon Smith, Secretary of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions. As a 
result Mr Smith cabled to the agent of the 
board in Constantinople, directing him to 
fo rd supplies immediately to the mis- 
sioharies in Karpoot. The assistance of the 
United States Minister was also obtained 
in the undertaking. Then, by mail, full di- 
rections were sent for a more particular list 
of goods for Mr. and Mrs. C. Frank Gates, 
Mr. Moore’s children, and also for Mr. and 
Mrs. Barnum, who are also in Karpoot and 
are the oldest missionaries in Armenia. 

On the way back from Boston Mr. Moore 
stopped at Washington and had a consulta- 
tion with Secretary Olney. Mr. Olney, Mr. 
Moore says, is thoroughly alive to the situa- 
tion in Turkey. The Washington authori- 
ties are determined to protect the United 
States citizens in Armenia at all hazards. 
W. H. Terrell, the American Minister in 
Constantinople, has notified the Turkish 
Government that if any American is killed 
he will demand the headof the Governor in 
whose province the massacre occurred. Be- 
sides this, the American gunboats are di- 
rected to care for any Christians who suc- 
ceed in getting to the coast alive. 

At Washington Mr. Moore also saw Miss 
Barton, who is the head of the Red Cross 
movement in aid of the Armenians. She is 
ready to start for Turkey as soon as suffi- 
cient money is subscribed, and will dis- 
tribute supplies among the suffering Chris- 
tians. Mr. Moore gave her the names of a 
number of people and firms who he thought 
would help her. 

It was decided in Boston, says Mr. Moore, 
not to recall the American missionaries from 
Turkey, but to let them decide for them- 
selves whether or not to leave. They alone 
stand between the Armenians and death. 
Several times, he says, the missionaries in 
Karpoot were guaranteed protection and 
ordered to leave, but knew that their going 
meant dertain death to the poor wretches 
under their care. 


CHANGE IN THE WABASH CONDUITS. 


Edison Light Wires to Be in Tile In- 
stead of Iron. 

Anotner extensive improvement is being 
carried on in Wabash avenue at the expense 
of the Union Loop company. It is for the 
benefit of the Chicago Edison company, and 
with the extensive repairs now being made 
on the pavements is keeping the street in 
its usual condition of disruption. 

The Chicago Edison company owns four- 
teen conduits in Wabash avenue, which 
carry its are light circuits from Washington 
street south to Harrison street. From Mon- 
roe street to Harrison street these conduits 
were in the way of the foundation plers of 
the Union Loop company’s elevated struct- 
ure. In moving the conduits they were so 
badly damaged that trouble may be expected 
from them at any time, and it has been de- 
termined to replace them. 

Instead of the iron pipe conduits ordinarily 
used by the Edison company for its undeér- 
ground work, a new form of construction is 
being tried. It. consists in the use of tile 
piping laid in cement. The tiling is used in 
sections four inches square and two feet 
long. A ditch is dug about two feet deep 
and six inches of concrete is put the bot- 
tom. The tile sections are then laid above 
the concrete and the whole covwtred with a 
thickness of planking for prote¢tion against 
the picks of workmen. Brick manholes are 
being built at the intersections of streets, 
and junction boxes of the latest Edison pat- 
tern are being placed every fifty feet along 
the line. . 

When completed the line of conduit win 
contain ten ducts, each three inches in diam- 
eter. In these will be first installed the 
Wabash avenue are light circuit that is now 
in danger. The wires are lead covered and 
will be laid three in each duct. Later it is 
expected that some of the incandescent cir- 
cuits will be run through these ‘conduits, 
ultimately forming a connection with the 
South Side system of the Chicago Edison 
aut th

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STOCKS SHOW ADVANCE, 


LOCAL SECURITIES RALLY FROM 
PREVAILING LOW PRICES. — 
Financial Flurry Has Apparently 
ost Much of Its Force-Money Be- 
comes Easier in Chieago Banks— 
Strength Develops in West Chica- 
go and Diamond Match—North Chi- 
coga Is Weak—Condensed Reports 


of Banks. ; 
Yesterday op the local Stock Exchange 
was a short but active day. Nearly all 
securities showed a further recovery from 
the current prices of Friday, Saturday, and 


today being Christmas, but at the 
close the situation looked greatly imiproved 
over that of Monday and even that at the 
opening of the markets. Money became 
easier, and this had a tendency to strengthen 
the market for all local securities. While 
rates in Chicago have remained practically 
5 and 6 per cent for call loans there was not 
nearly so mugh loaned during the three days 
the flurry wi at its worst as during ordi- 


nary times. The banks grew particular in 
their scrutiny of collateral offered, and some 
stocks which had been put up as security 
dropped so low that the banks called for 
wider margins of security or the return of 
the loan. It wag a difficukt matter to secure 
all the money wanted on Friday, Saturday, 
and Monday. When the banks opened yes- 
terday, however, there was manifested a 
feeling of confidence which resulted in loans 
being freely made at rates ranging from 5 
to 6 per cent on call loans and at 6 per cent 
rate on time loans. One trust company 
which had called in a lot of loans on Friday 
and Saturday began putting its money out 
again during yesterday. * 

North Chicago developed the greatest 
weakness yesterday it has shown since the 
beginning of the flurry. It sold as low as 
202, that being the only price at which any 
sales were made.

Business Is Well Distributed and the 
Tone Buoyant. x 

NEW YORK. Dec. 24.—Today’s stock market 
fell somewhat below the total of yesterday. but 
business was well distributed and the tone was 
budyant. London was much less of a factor than 
on Monday, but there was comparative licht sell- 
ing for that account. Important buying for Lon- 
don is not looked for in the immediate future, as 
the short interest at that center has been practical- 
ly eliminated and investors are deterred from this 
market by misgivings as to our currency outlook.

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Coining Equality of Gold and Silver. 

Oak Park, III., Dec. 24.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.}—The 16 to 1 silver men claim that 
both gold and silver should be received at 
the government mints and coined inte 
money without any restrictions upon or 
discrimination in favor of either metal; that 
371% grains of pure silver shall be coined 
end stamped with the dollar mark of the 
mint, and 25.8 grains of gold, 900 fine, shal: 
be coined and stamped in the same manner; 
and that these dollars shall be equivalent, 
the one for the other. This, they say, is in 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and is the relative value 
of the two metals. 

They further claim that the miner or pro- 
ducer of gold and silver, or the holder of 
either metal in the form of b shali 
have the legal right to deliver the same at 
the mint and to receive the amount in coin 
at the above-named ratio. What would be 
the result? Three hundred and seventy-one 
and one-quarter grains of silver is worth 
just 50 cents in gold, and is the equivalent 
for 12.9 grains of gold, and no more. 

It is, therefore, a patent mathematical 
fact that a parity of or an equality between 
the two metals does not exist, and that if 
such a law were enacted it would at once 
work a discrimination in favor of silver. 

Let us see: A silver producer takes 1,000 
ounces of pure silver to the mint. It is worth 
66 cents an ounce, or $666 in gold. He 
ceives for it (in round numbers) 1. 
stamped dollars, at once the equivalent of 
and changeable for $1,330 in gold. 

The gold producer must take 62% ounces 
of his metal, worth $1,330, the equivalent of 
the 1,000 ounces of silver at 16 to 1, in order 
to receive the same amount of coined dollars 
that the silver man gets for his $666 worth 
of silver. How, then, can there be a coin- 
ing equality between the two metals? The 
Fold man will be paying the silver man 100 
per cent profit allthetime.

It will be a 
sorry Christmas in Cuba, where the patriots 
are still struggling against fearful odds, 
but the greeting will go to them just the 
same, accompanied by the fervent wish 
that in the coming new year they may 
achieve that liberty for which they have 
fought so long and so nobly. Wherever 
men are struggling for freedom, autonomy, 
and representative government it is to be 
hoped before another Christmas day comes 
round they will have made a long step to- 
ward the accomplishment of their pur- 
pose.

It will be the same old-time 
Christmas, and though Santa Claus may 
not be able to drive his reindeers and sledge, 
he will get to the fireside stockings and the 
Christmas tree just the same. Thé custom 
is too deep-rooted to be affected by ques- 
tions of weather. It is down in the heart 
after all, It is the immortal holiday, the 
best of all days. The angelic message, 
Peace on earth, good will to men,” was 
never more significant than now, and Tiny 
Tim’s Christmas benediction, ‘‘ God bless 
us, every one,” never more expressive of 
the sentiment of the day.

THE WESTERN INDIANA MOVES. 
The persuasion which the Mayor brought | 
to bear upon the Western Indiana railroad 
has. produced immediate results. The 


Board of Directors of that company has been 


forced to consider seriously the question of 
the abolition of grade crossings in the ter- 
ritory it traverses. 

It was the opinion of the railroad men 
who attended the meeting held on Monday 
that the cheapest and best method of deal- 
ing with the tracks of the Western Indiana 
is to sink them for a part of the distance. 


Very possibly this is the simplest way to get 


out of the difficulties which exist south of 
Twelfth street, where several roads have 
to be dealt with. 

It does not make the least difference to 
the citizens whether all the tracks are ele- 
vated, or some are elevated and some de- 
pressed, as long as they get off the surface 
and grade crossings are done away with. 
Any plan which the roads will agree on 
and carry out at their own expense which 
makes travel safe for the people will be 
ratified by the Council. 

The Western Indiana engineers must not 
be too long, however, in-preparing and sub- 
mitting their plans. If the directors of that 
road are not in earnest, and are talking of 
depressing their tracks merely to gain time, 
the Mayor will get after them again. He is 
in earnest whether they are or not. He 
means that this problem of the Clark and 
Sixteenth street crossing shall be solved 
during his first year, and it will be. 

The President of the Western Indiana 
says he has been always in favor of track 
elevation, but “the circumstances have 
been such” that the Board of Directors 
did not see its way cléar to a settlement of 
the question. If it sees its way clear now 
and proceeds promptly to get its tracks off 
the surface nothing more will be said of 
past delays. 


CRIPPLE CREEK ANGER. 

The Coloradeans flocking into Cripple 
Creek are to be congratulated on the fact 
that they own: nearly all the valuable gold 
mines that recently have been discovered 
in that region, and are disposed to hold and 
not to sell them. But there is no good reason 


tor the display of such a hostile feeling 


toward the Hast as is ascribed to them in 
a reportorial article printed in Tue TRiz- 
unE of Tuesday. It is stated that a bitter 
feeling bas existed ever since the banking 
panic (of 1893) and the repeal of the Sher- 
man act to prevent a slump to a silver basis. 
Those two events are alleged to have made 
the State of Colorado. penniless, so far as 
actual cash was concerned, and created 
animosity in the hearts of the people there, 
who depended upon the profits made by 
silver mining. 

It was the silver miners of the Rocky 
Mountains themselves who were responsi- 
ble for the first money panic of 1893. They 
and their allies from among the Populists 
had insisted for years on the product of the 
silver mines being free coined at 16 to 1, 
which would rate it at far above its actual 
value and drive all gold money out of circu- 
lation. Under pressure from them the 
mints of the United States turned out 
many millions of coins each stamped with 
the certificate that it is one dollar,” when 
the value of the metal was declining fast, 
and kept on falling till the silver in the coin 
was worth less than 50 cents. Hach of 
these millions of dollars was made a legal 
tender for the payment of all debts contract- 
ed on a gold basis, public and private, ex- 
cept where otherwise expressly stated in 
the contract; and the government undertook 
the task of holding these greatly depreciat- 
ed and rapidly multiplying cheap coins up 
to par with gold, though for a large part of 
the time the intrinsic value of the silver 
dollar was less than half that of the gold 
dollar. 

The maintenance of the parity caused a 
heavy run on the Treasury for gold. For- 
eigners became afraid that indefinite 
amounts of silver could not be held up thus 
and be kept at par with gold while large 
additions were being made each month to 
the number of half-worth silver dollars; 
and they rushed for the gold in the Treas- 
ury while they could get it. The repealing 
of the purchasing clause in the Sherman act 
was an.absolute necessity to the support of 
the currency unit, and the change was made 
at the request of President Cleveland. 

That action was something like prevent- 
ing the addition of more water to the flood 
which already threatened the bursting of 
the dam below it, but without decreasing 
the volume actially there, the result being 
continued apprehension that the artificial 
barrier may give way before the pressure. 

The silver miners always have sold their 
product at the market rate; and they stand 
no chance of being able to obtain more than

‘posed inquiry. There will be suspicion at 


least that these men, who have been wined 
and dined and féted and cuddled by the 
British Tories aristocracy will be in a mood 
of mind, remembering past personal favors, 
to take too much of the British Tory view 
of the question; that the M@mroe doctrine 
is a mere abstraction which must not be 
considered in connection with British ter- 
ritorial usurpation on this hemisphere, and 
that no matter what Venezuela may say 
her voice is not to be heard in the case, or 
regarded of any account.

| Americans who have not been exposed to 
‘such hypnotic influences, who are not under 
obligations to the Tories, who will be able 
to see that there are two sides to the ques- 
tion, who will not depreciate the claims of 


Venezuela because she is a weak little pow- 


er, and who will not trample the Monroe 
doctrine under foot. They want genuine 
Americans and not men who believe that 
doctrine is a worn-out theory which Britain 
is not bound to respect. The career of Mr. 
Bayard is an illustration of the effect the 
British Tories have upon some Americans 
when they get their legs under the British 
mahogany. Give us Americans who have 
never served at London in a ministerial ca- 
pacity. There are plenty of them who are 
capable of determining the real Venezuelan 
boundary line and who can see that there 
are two sides to every question. 


ALLEGED ECONOMY OF GREENBAOCKS. 
Congressman Cannon gives some reasons 
why the greenbacks will not be retired. 


One of them is: 


The saving of interest annually on the more 
than $346,000,000 of gréenbacks in circulation is 
more than sufficient to compensate the govern- 
ment for maintaining the gold reserve under nor- 
mal conditions. 

But what about abnormal conditions? 
Their happening must be guarded against, 
and the precautions taken will cost a great 
deal more than the assumed saving of in- 
terest on the 346 millions of greenbacks. 
In order to get a gold reserve for the re- 
demption of greenbacks 4 per cent bonds 
for about a hundred millions were sold and 
the money stored in the Treasury, of course 
drawing no interest, but the bonds draw 4 
per cent. So there was at ro time a saving 
of interest on 346 millions, but only on 246 
millions or less. 

Owing to “abnormal” conditions the 
government has had to sell over 160 mill- 
ions of 4 per cent interest-bearing bonds 
with which to get gold to redeem its green- 
backs on the endless chain ” redemption. 
The probabilities are that in a few days 
bonds for over 50 millions more will be 
sold, 

When that is done what will the saving 
in interest be? There will be in circulation 
over 300 millions of greenbacks on which 
it pays no interest, but it will be paying in- 
terest on over 300 millions of 4 per cent 
bonds sold to get gold to redeem those 
greenbacks, and as often as they are re- 
deemed they are paid out to be redeemed 
again, and more bonds must be sold to re- 
deem them again. 

While the government will not have 300 
millions in gold or the third of that amount 
in the Treasury, there will be over 300 
millions of demand notes, called legal ten- 
ders, outstanding, which, when in the money 


market there is any departure from normal 


conditions, may be presented for redemp- 
tion. Nothing has been done to restore 
“normal conditions,” and there is no im- 
mediate prospect that anything will be 
done. 

The greenbacks never were the econom- 
ical currency they have been thought by 
most people. They are a loan on call, and 
neither. nations nor individuals can borrow 
without paying interest in some way at 
some time. They are not a safe currency 
under the present state of things, and Con- 
gress refuses to make them safe by giving 
the President a certain means of getting 
gold with which to redeem them when pre- 
sented. 

Instead of praising the greenbacks, Mr. 
Cannon should try to protect them. Is he 
in favor of allowing the President to sell 
for gold bonds made payable in gold, and 


not in “coin”? If so, why doesn’t he 
say so? 4 . 
CURIOUS AND CONFLICTING ENGLISH

The London Chronicle in its’ leading 
article of yesterday morning took the 
ground that if the Venezuela commission 
be composed of men like Edward J. Phelps, 
Andrew D. White, and George F. Ed- 
munds it must command respect, and that 
some further proposal from Lord Salisbury 
would become expedient and necessary,” 
“It seems to us,“ says the Chronicle, that 
he might offer to discuss the limits of the 
application of the Monroe doctrine, and per- 
haps even to submit the boundary question 
to arbitration.” 

This is a moderate suggestion from one 
organ of English public opinion showing 


that it was beginning to reason. 


On the other hand comes the London 
Times with a diametrically opposite e. 
pression of sentiment. It says: a 
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man’s Year Book of 1885 the area of Brit- 
ish Guiana in that year was put down at 
76,000 square miles, From the same au- 


thority it appears that the area of that 


colony in 1895 is 100,000 square miles. 
Where did Great Britain get these addi- 
tional 33,000 square miles, being equal to 
the whole area of Indiana? How did it get 
them from Venezuela? 
The English doctrine seems to be that 
weak powers have no rights which England 
is bound to respect, and that if a strong 
power resents its encroachments it is none 
of its business. In this case, however, it 
has waked up the wrong passenger. With 
the exception of a few Anglomaniacs who 


pretend to be Americans, but have not an 


ounce of American blood in their veins, 
who denounce their own government and 
toady to the foreign government whenever 
there is an issue between them, the 
American people have taken their stand 
on the Monroe doctrine and have in- 


dorsed the President, as Congress has done 


in notifying Mr. John Bull that his land- 
grabbing on this hemisphere * be in- 
vestigated. 


A CABLE dispatch from Mdechester, En- 
giand, says: 

The possibility of war with America fills most 
of us with a feeling of horror. It would be to all 
intents and purposes a civil war and could not 
fail to rouse passions and create enmities which 
many years would fail to allay. We cannot see 


“What there is in the pres nt dispute to create such 


deep irritation as we hear of. and we are sure that 
if for such a cause war is allowed to arise between 
brethren, before every lexitimate means of con- 
ciliation is echausted. those who precipitate the 
contest on either side will have committed a crime 
against civilization, 

What has created this feeling of horror? 
What hes roused the apprehensions of a 
civil war,” as the Manchester people call it? 
What is it that would be “acivil war“? Is 
it not the refusal of Lord Salisbury and his 
Tory Cabinet to settle amicably a question, 
the boundary dispute between England and 
Venezuela, by having Britain’s claim ad- 
justed by arbitration? Is England to be the 
sole judge of the boundary question? Is she 
to be the sole judge of the application of the 
Monroe doctrine? If so then we are in the 
wrong and had better back out and tell 
England to grab all the territory in this 
country she wants. ‘Who would be the ag- 
gressors if it came to “a civil war”? Would 
it not be the party who refuses to settle by 
arbitration the question in issué? How can 
‘legitimate means of conciliation” be ap- 
plied’ so long as Britain refuses to have her 
boundary claim investigated by fair ar- 
bitrators? The side that refuses to do so 
“commits the crime against civilization.” 


Lorp Rosusery, in a dispatch from Hdin- 
burg, says: 

History would have to relate that two mighty 
nations of the Anglo-Saxon race at a time when 
they appeared to be able to overshadow the world 
in the best interests of Christianity and civiliza- 
tion preferred to cut each other’s throats about a 
frontier squabble in a small South American re- 
public. The proposition only requires to be stated 
to demonstrate its absurdity. All that is wanted 
is a level head and cool common sense in our 


governments. 
What is it that the Government of the 


United States has done which is wrong? 
And what can it do that would be right in 
Lord Salisbury’s opinion? What has it 
asked? Simply that the long dispute be- 
tween Venezuela and Great Britain as to 
their boundary line shall be arbitrated in 
the Court of the Nations. Either we must 
abandon the Monroe doctrine or some um- 
pire must be appointed to determine the dis- 
pute. We simply ask that England shall 
deal fairly and settle exactly where the 
boundary line runs. What is there wrong 
in thet? Why should not the Marquis of 
Salisbury accept-what is a-fair and honor- 
able proposition? Lord Rosebery says “all 
that is wanted is a level head and cool com- 
mon sense.“ How otherwise has this Gov- 
ernment exhibited itself in this controversy? 
Why has the Tory Government rejected its

ADMIRAL JovETT, one of the bravest and 
most intelligent of all our naval officers, 
and now on the retired list, criticises Gen. 
Miles’ recommendations for the erection of 
a line of fortification for coast defense. In 
place of stationary, the old Admiral would 
have floating forts. He declares the Puritan 
to be the most powerful fighting machine 
afloat, because it is “invulnerable to attack 
and irresistible in assault.“ He says:

for getting struck in battle. A battleship, on the 
contrary, has from twenty-five to thirty feet free 
board from the water-litie up that presents a good 
target at a distance from which the Puritan's 
decks can’t be seen. ; 5588 

Among other advantages also which she 
possesses is her light draft, being but four - 
teen feet as against the battleship’s thirty 
feet. The cost of such a vessel is but $1,125,- 
000, as compared with over $4,000,000 for the 
battleship, and she can be built in half of the 
time. If all that Admiral Jouett claims be 
correct it is a loud hint for the Naval De- 


partment.

New Duluth Railroad Terminals. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 24.—{Special.]— 
Judge Jenkins today authorized Receivers 
Bigelow and McHenry of the Northern Pa- 
eile railroad to make an agreement with the

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Universal Mercantile schedule has been in 

operation in several cities for, two years. It has 
apparently given satisfaction to the public as 
well as to the insurance companies in its workings. 
Letters of indorsement of the system have been 
received by a member of the committee having 
the measure in charge from representatives of 
local organizations in Rochester, Cleveland, Bos- 
ton, and Pittsfield, Mass. 
Herbert Wilmerding, manager of the Inspection 
Bureau of Rochester, gives this as his opinion: 
“after the practical experience I have had with 
the Universal Mercantile schedule, extending over 
about two years and a half, I am firmly con- 
vinced it is the best rating schedule which I have 
yet seen.“ One direct result in Rochester, he 
said, had been the erection of new and better 
constructed buildings, leading to a low rate of in- 
surance. Mr. Wilmerding believes the adoption 
of the universal mercantile schedule in the various 
cities and towns in the country would bring about 
a material improvement in the loss ratio of the 
companies. This would be attributable to im- 
provements which would be secured in risks. 

A. I. Truesdell, Secretary of the Cleveland 
Beard of Underwriters, said in his letter the loss 
ratio in that city -had been greatly diminished 
in the last two years. This was partly due to 
the improvements secured through the universal 
mercantile schedule. H. G. Hopkinson, Inspector 
at Cleveland, asserted the univerasl mercantile 
schedule secuges the remedying of defects and 
the making of permanent improvements in the 
risks. L. A. Merchant, Inspector for the Pitts- 
field, Mass., Board of Fire Underwriters, said in 
his communication more thorough inspection of 
buildings was brought about by the schedule. 
Osborne Howes of the Boston Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters also commended the system. 

The Universal Schedule committee is composed 
of F. C. Moore, President of the Continental; 
James A. Silvey, German-American; George W. 
Babb Jr., Northern Assurance; E. G. Richards, 
National of Hartford. This committee, with the 
assistance and coiperation of other committees 
in various cities in the country, formulated the 
schedule. In arranging it, suggestions were so- 
licited from prominent insurance men everywhere 
and over 2,000 answers were received. From the 
substance of these the measure was drafted. A 
basis rate is made for a building of à certain con- 
struction. An amount is added to or subtracted 
from that according to the location of the town or 
city, the condition of the water supply, the effi- 
ciency of the fire department, and each detail 
that could add to or subtract from the liability 
of destruction, The idea is that the schedule se- 
cures rating which is accurate, thus inuring to 
the benefit of the public as well as the insurance 
companies.

Some agents of insurance companies in small 
towns are apparently given to the practice of 
issuing policies of large amounts to customers on 
hazardous risks and then reporting them to their 
official head as small policies on dwelling houses. 
The last case is reported from Harriman, Tenn., 
where Special Agent G. A. Curry of the German- 
American unearthed a lot of misrepresented pol- 
icies. Special Agent Curry went to Tennessee for 
the purpose of sugstituting German-American pol- 
icies for those of the Knoxville Fire. In going over 
the local agent’s books Mr. Curry accidentally dis- 
covered a policy on the Paige Lumber compnay’s 
plant, Which, it is said, did not appear on the 
register. The plant was idle at the time and the 
company’s affairs were in the hands of a receiver. 
The amount of the policy was $3,333. Further 
developments, it is asserted, brought to light the 
fact that the Sun Fire and the Palatire were also 
on the risk for similar amounts, the premiums on 
each of which would be $123.16. The policies were 
reported to the home offices of the companies, it is 
said, as for $1,000 each on harmless dwellings at 
a premium of $8. Still further research showed 
Special Agent Curry, it is said, the Knoxville was 
liable on a policy of $5,000 on the Harriman roll- 
ing mills, this being reported as a small dwelling, 
and $2,000 on a building at Cardiff, Tenn., which 
was likewise named as a small dwelling.

The United Firemen’s enters the State of Ten- 
nessee early in January, placing the department 
under the management of J. W. Beilstein, who 
is at present a genera! agent of the company for 
Kentucky and Southern Indiana. The United 
Firemen's probably enters a number of other 
States in that territory. Southern business is be- 
coming more profitable for insurance companies 
and is attracting more attention from managers 
than ever. An insurance official, however, who 
recently inspected cotton warrhouses in Tennessee 
has expressed the belief the inspection of those 
properties by employés of local boards is not 
sufficiently careful. Charges have been made 
that the water apparatus in many of the ware- 
houses is not well cared for and might demonstrate 
that if a fire broke out. Local managers, however, 
say, with a little more care, the cotton business 
could be made profitable to the insurance com- 
panies. There has been, they assert, a decided in- 
provement in the construction of warehousés, 
lessening the danger of fire and efficient in- 
spection would be all needful to improve the con- 
dition of the risks. N

— The United States are a Nation.“ These 
words, weak and indecisive at this crisis, 
were taken from an editorial in a local Dem- 
ocratic journal of yesterday.

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Lake Avenue for a Boulevard. 

Chicago, Dec. 21.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Do the signers of the petition that is now 
being circulated to make Lake avenue a 
boulevard know what expenses they are 
adding to their property? First, the pro- 
moters claim that it will cost in the vicinity 
of $500,000 to condemn the property from 
Thirty-fifth street through Douglas Park, 
Woodland Park, Groveland Park, and from 
Twenty-ninth street through the brewery 
property north to Sixteenth street. This, 
spread over Lake avenue frontage, will cost 
in the vicinity of $10 a lineal foot. Should 
the South Park Commissioners accept the 
street after the above assessment is grant- 
ed there will then be another assessment by 
the Park Commissioners of trees, curbing, 
changing of sidewalks where necessary, re- 
modeling roadbed, maintenance, etc., which 
President Donnersberger said would cost 
from $1 to $10 extra per foot. It is under- 
stood by many that there is to be but one 
assessment—namely: for condemning the 
property from Thirty-fifth street north to 
Sixteenth street. Lake avenue can never be 
a boulevard in its proper sense, as it is only 
a sixty-six-foot street, and being one of the 
oldest streets south most of the houses are 
close to the sidewalk without lawns. After 
the property-holders have added about $15 
per foot to their property they will simply 
have an improved street, which will add but 
little to its selling value, and a boulevard 
only by name. There are too many boule- 
vards now, and not enough streets for gen- 
eral traffic on the South Side.

During an extensive tour in England and 
Scotland, conversing with many persons, es- 
pecially in the classes we usually regard as 
friendly to us, not a single favorable opinion 
of us was heard. On the contrary, an in- 
tense jealousy was everywhere expressed. 
All classes and persons fear us commercial- 
ly. The English upper classes also fear the 
development of our naval and military 
strength. 

The impression is made upon one that the 
ruling classes (the aristocracy of Europe) 
would like to find a good excuse to attack 
us whilst our harbors and great cities are 
unprotected and our navy in an embryo 
state. There is a profound ignorance of our 
country and people; there is a social and 
ethical contempt for us; but a deep felt fear 
of our immense wealth and inherent but un- 
developed military and naval power. 

To illustrate the ignorance of the geogra- 
phy of our country: When I gave my na- 
tionality—that I was an American—to mer- 
chants in Venice, in Rome, in Naples, and in 
other Italian cities, I was each time taken 
to be a resident of South America. One 
really intelligent gentlemen said “he was a 
countryman of mine; he was born in Carac- 
as [Venezuela]. This occurred also sev- 
eral times in France. The German people 
(not the aristocracy) are unquestionably the 
most favorably disposed toward us, and the 
least jealous of us, commercially or other- 
wise. It would be to our great advantage 
to arrange our customs reciprocally with 
so numerous and so growing a people. 

If the impressions made upon a casual 
traveler are as above stated, what chance 
has our country in an arbitration where one 
or more of these inherent enemies of us and 
of our institutions is an arbitrator? 


Is the Humane Society Inhumane?f 

Chicago, Dec. 23.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
—Your recent account of the “‘cruel torture 
of an injured horse“ and of the Humane 
Society’s delay’”’ in sending its ambulance to 
remove him, which resulted in “agony to the 
dumb creature,” was read by me with great 
satisfaction. I say “satisfaction” advisedly, 
because it is only by the constaht publication 
of such incidents, however harrowing to the 
reader’s feelings, that any amendment of 
the present conditions can be accomplished. 
It is certainly a great gain when a repre- 
sentative of the Chicago press at last dis- 
covers and makes public the “astonishing 
state of affairs“ concerning the means—or 
rather lack of means—for removing disabled 
animals from the streets. Considering the 
length of time this state of affairs has con- 
tinued and the frequency of such occur- 
rences as you describe, the only astonishing 
thing about it is that any of your readers 
who travel through our streets need to be in- 
formed of this discovery. I have been for 
years vainly endeavoring, by addressing 
communications to the press whenever such 
accidents have been painfully forced upon 
my attention, to create a public interest in 
this subject that would develop into a senti- 
ment strong enough to effect the needed 
cure. The appearance of the above men- 
tioned article, therefore, following your re- 
cent editorial on the cruelty of the overload- 
ing daily to be witnessed at the approaches 
to the bridges, is a most encouraging sign of 
the times. 

Of course, the explanation of the society’s 
inefficiency is not far to seek. Although not 
a member of the society, and therefore not 
authorised to speak of it, I venture to con- 
frm the explanation given by your report- 
er in two words, too poor.“ Not only, as 
he says, is the society too poor to keep a 
team,“ but is also unable to purchase more 
than one ambulance, or to afford the serv 
ices of a driver and assistant for the 13-year- 
old one that it now owns. I\mention assist- 
ants as an essential part of the outfit, for 
in one respect your account is at fault. It 
is stated that when the permit is granted 
and the ambulance, team, and driver are at 
last got together, the rest is plain sailing.“ 
So far from this being the truth, it is often 
at this point that the greatest trouble is 
encountered. To haul a recumbent horse 
up an incline into the vehicle requires no 
small skill, and the sufferings of many a 
poor beast have been aggravated by the ef- 
forts of bungling volunteers, who, as actual 
experience has proven, are quite likely to 
drop him upon the pavement during the 
process. 

It is somewhat galling to a lover of horses 
and as well to a Chicagoan endowed with 
proper civic pride to realize the possibilities 
of the ambulance service, which New York 
kas demonstrated. In that city there are 
fully-equipped ambulances, stationed in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, each supplied with 
u team, a driver, and two assistants, ready 
to respond to a call at any hour of the day 
or night. 

The society’s poverty is also the obvious 
explanation of another fact, which would 
doubtless have proved to your representa- 
tive as astonishing as what he learned about 
the ambulances—namely: that the entire 
staff of the society’s agents for the general 
work of protecting the countless thousands 
of children and dumb animals throughout 
the length and breadth of this city of 1,000,- 
000 inhabitants, consists of just five men! 

Now, in view of these facts I beg to sug- 
gest that you are rather hard on the society 
in charging it with eruelly torturing’ and 
“causing agony.” Is not the torture, in 
the last analysis, caused by the men who 
could, but do not, contribute the funds that 
the society needs for its noble work? Pre- 
venting cruelty without money is about as 
promising as making bricks without straw. 

The friends of the horse are looking eager- 
ly to you to continue this agitation and to 
use your great influence in removing what 
must be admitted to be a blot upon the 
escutcheon of our great city. S. R. Tann. 


A Few Words More on the Diphtheria 
Cure Question. 

Chicago, Dec. 23.—-[ Editor of The Tribune. 
— The question of diphtheria treatment, 
which is at present so clear to medicine, 18 
being constantly muddled ‘by individual 
physicians and by the sectarian press. It 
appears to some that Chicago is destined to 
speak the last word. If it were not for the 
humor of this pretension one might feel 
despondent by such hopeless self-aggran- 
dizement. The question has, so far as it 
goes at present, been quite settled abroad 
and in the East. The anti-toxin treatment 
has received full recognition In the civilized 
world, notwithstanding the dissent of a few 
generally insignificant individuals. It is weil 
known to all of us that this treatment is not 
perfect. The claim of our Chicago Health 
Commissioner that the anti-toxin injections 
are utterly harmless is, as we all should 
know, untrue. Extravagant praise is quite 
as harmful as thoughtless condemnation. 


The injurious effects of anti-toxin injections 
caused by the admixture of 
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larynx, as it would cause spasm of the vocal 
cords, It is equally efficient in scarlatinal 
aiphtheria and in follicular tonsillitis. 

t is unfortunate that the bulk of our pro- 
fession on this side of the Atlantic is still un- 
acquainted with this y. lf our ti- 
tio resorted more to the study of the best 
American and foreign medical jo than 
to newspapers for the enlargement of their 
medical knowledge, we would not see them 
constantly chas irres dle obscurities, 
as in the case of Dr. Bracelin’s so-called 
remedy. Neither chlorine gas nor menthol 
can ly (as has been proven again and 
again) control the spread of diphtheria. 

A few days ago a physician published one 
cure in your esteemed columns which Is now 
being heralded by Dr. B.’s agent. I was 
pleased to see a record of this case, asin the 
present gloomy, political, financial, and 
meteorological outlook, human flesh cries 
out for diversion. The doctor's description 
of the case was beautifully convincing of his 
uncertainty in distinguishing an ordinary 
case of tonsillitis from diphtheria. The 
anxious look on the face of his patient, which 
he describes so pathetically, is not surpris- 
ing, for if the doctor’s skill runs neck and 
neck wit his spelling, as exhibited in his 
letter to THe TRIBUNE, the patient must 
have heaved a seismic sigh of relief when all 
was safely over.

He Scolds the Newspapers and Derides 
His Brother Medicos. 


-Chicago, Dec. 22.—[{[Editor of Tne Tribune.] 
Every day you are devoting from one to 
twenty inches of space to our laity Health 
Department, auxillary medical corps, and 
the city bacteriological department. Are 
they after free advertisement or have they 
slipped a cog? It is an outrage to force on 
or fill the minds of distracted parents of sick 
children with a remedy whose powers are 
dangerous, which has not been given suffi- 
cient trials in hospital practice before being 
flaunted on the public as a specific. 

Give the patients the same care and atten- 
tion with the old remedies that you do when 
anti-toxin is used and the results will show 
for themselves. a 

In seven years about 100 new remedies of 
various kinds have been given us by Euro- 
pean laboratories, of which 75 per cent are 
useless or worse and about 5 per cent only 
are of any real value. 

Have P. T. Barnum’s antics pervaded the 
medical profession, that we take all human- 
ity for the con“ man’s suckers? 

“We recommend distilling apparatus and 
drinking glasses in each school, and depre- 
cate collecting and distribution of pencils, 
etc., and the barbarous practice of kiss- 
ing.“ Does this auxiliary medical corps 
want a doctor to stand over and be always 
with each pupil to see that he or she does 
not get a microbe into his or her always 
sweet and clear mouth? Use common 
sense. Put an ordinary teaspoonful of pow- 
dered alum in a barrel of water at night. 
| Next morning boil it for an hour, cool it, 
then give it to the scholars to drink, adding 
two fluid ounces of lime juice to the barrel 
if necessary. 

„A glass for each scholar!” Where would 
they keep all the glasses? In their pockets, 
along with nails, matches, buttons, buckles, 
cigarets, etc.? 

Who is going to pay for all these gew- 
gaws? The auxiliary medical corps? Well, 
hardly! 

“Eating of lunch, fruit, candy, or gum 
should be stopped.“ 

Did any of this bright medical corps ever 
see a group of children together nearer than 
fifty yards? Children treat each other the 
same as this medical corps may have done 
before their meeting yesterday. The “‘bar- 
barous practice of kissing?” Is it possible 
that that is one of the things taught or al- 
lawed in our public schools? 

“Floors should be washed with antisep- 
ties.“ With hot water and washing soda, if 
you please. 

“Substations, assistant bacteriologists, 
messenger boys, incubators, culture boxes, 
and other necessary paraphernalia, and 
rules for general practitioners” (most of 
whom can give the faddists points on the 
medical code!) The wants of some will never 
cease, but the dear public does not and very 
likely will not have such arrant nonsense 
forced on it. 

Healthy children do not need any such care 
at school and few have it at home. Unless 
one’s stomach is out of order sickness will 
never show itself, 

Sick children are seldom sent to school, 
and the average child will thrive on the very

The Normal School a Burden—Some 
Difficult Legal Questions. 

Chicago, Dec. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—For nearly thirty years the Cook County 
Normal School has been an intolerable 
financial burden on the taxpayers of this 
county, and several ineffectual attempts 
have been made to rid themselves of it. 
Finally, out of deesperation, in view of the 
depleted condition of the County Treasury, 
the Board of Commissioners of the county 
has modestly proposed to transfer the bur- 
den to the shoulders of the taxpayers of 
the City of Chicago; in other words, it has 
offered to donate the entire property to the 
city, but upon one most important condi- 
tion—viz.: that the city shall never sell nor 
lease the property and shall forever main- 
tain on the premises a normal school, which 
shall be free to all pupils residing in Cook 
County who desire to attend it. Shall this 
offer be accepted? I say no most emphat- 
ically, and for several reasons. 

First, on account of an insurmountable 
legal difficulty. Several eminent lawyers 
who have been consulted on the question 
are unanimous in the opinſon that it is be- 
yond the scope of the Board of Education 
of Chicago to furnish school facilities to 
any pupil not a bona fide resident of Chica- 
go. And this is common sense, If it can 
extend these facilities to pupils residing in 
Cook County outside of Chicago, why 
might it not extend them to all pupils in 
the State of Illinois, or for that matter to 
those in Iowa or any other State? The tax- 
payers of Chicago cannot be compelled to 
educate persons not resident of Chicago. 
I am aware that in a small and quiet way 
children residing in Cook County outside of 
Chicago have attended our city public 
schools (particularly the high schools) on 
payment of tuition; but this is all illegal, 
and if it had come to the knowledge of our 
professional tax fighters the effect on our 
city finances would have been most dis- 
astrous. There is no possible legal way by 
which pupils residing in Cook County out- 
side of icago can avail themselves of the 
advantages of our city public schools until 
the territorial limits of the city are so ex- 
tended as to include the entire county.

Robert 
Toombs, who delivered the eul in the 
United States Senate on Senator 
of California, who was killed in an encoun- 
ter on the field, said that he had no word of 
censure for the man who died in defense of 
his honor. 

It is probable that the late Benamin H. 


Hill administered a death blow to dueling 


hen he declined the challenge sent him by 
Stephens with the contemptuous re- 
mark that he (Hill) had a family to support 


and a soul to save, and that his antagonist’: 
had neither. The late Joseph E. Brown’ 
| challenged Gen. Toombs to mortal combat, 


but at that time Gov. Brown did not havc 
the standing, personally or politically, to 


. warrant Gen, Toombs in noticing him. 


Of late years public men ‘have followed 
the example of Hill and Toombs. ‘Tom 
Watson declined a challenge of Judge 
Twiggs in Augusta in 1890 and was imme- 
diately and overwhelmingly elected to Con- 
gress. George Brown of Cherokee a few 
months ago declined a challenge in Atlanta 
on the ground that, as Solicitor-General, he 
was an officer of the law and would not 
ostracise himself by such an acceptance. 


And now Steve Clay, who is at the head 


of the Democratic party in Georgia, takes 
much the same ground assumed by Editor 
W. A. Knowles of Rome a few weeks ago 
and nobody thinks any the less of him for i

and they are out $3,840 by the deal, while the 
State of Minnesota is ahead $1,680. The 
State seized 24,000 pounds of the oleo in Du- 
luth and the packing company is out the 16 
cents per pound for which it was to have 
been sold, while the soap factories will pay 
the State about seven cents per pound for it. 
Dairy Commissioner Anderson received a 
telegram from Armour & Co. of Chicago 
asking if he would release the oleo provided 
they would at once remove it from the State.

General and then replied that the law gave 
him no authority to send confiscated goods 
out of the State.

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THE BATTERY OF 8-INCH RAPID FIRING GUNS AT FORT WADSWORTH. 


To a the Narrows as Far as Sandy Hook Point Against an Enemy. 


The first of the five eigfit-inch rapid firing 
guns to be mounted at Fort Wadsworth is 
now almost ready to be placed in position. 
Ordnance Engineer Keeney and a corps of 
trained mechanics were at work yesterday 
on this gun, which occupies the center case- 
ment of the battery. The gun is 82.21 feet 
long and weighs, with tube, jacket, and 
sleeve, 32,480 pounds. With a charge of 125 


+ pounds of prismatic powder it will carry a 


300-pound projectile from the Narrows al- 
most to Sandy Hook Point. An enemy’s 
cruiser or fleet that could succeed in passing 
the ten and twelve inch hatteries at Sandy 
Hook can easily be sunk in the Swash Chan- 


nel or the upper part of the Horseshoe. The 


battery will also command the channels from 


Rockaway. In one hour the five guns can 
send 400 projectiles into a hostile fleet. Ata 
distance of eight miles the guns are capable 
of great destruction, and can be made ef- 
Yective between nine and ten miles. Each 
gun will be fitted with a Buffington-Crozier 
disappearing carriage, which will permit it 
to be lowered into the casement as is shown 
by the dotted lines. Thus the gunners win 
be enabled to reload without fear of being 
struck by the enemy’s shells. The carriage 
permits a shot to be fired with equal facility 
east, south, or west, and its pointing can 
be varied from 18° elevation to 5° depression. 
Within thirty days this battery will be com- 
pleted, as will be one at Fort Hamilton, op- 
posite. The latter will be com dot ten- 
inch guns.—New York Journal.
